Claims 10,11,13, 17-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated

by Gellert et al. 

Gellert et al. disclose an injection molding apparatus comprising a manifold 12 
having a channel 10 undergoing a change of direction from an inlet to an outlet and 
being aligned with a nozzle channel of a nozzle 14, a mold cavity 18 for receiving said 
melt stream, a valve pin 82 extending through a bore provided in said manifold and 
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through said nozzle channel, said valve pin being movable to selectively open and close 
said mold gate, a guide (bushing) 38 projecting from an inner wall of said manifold 
channel and integrally formed with the inner wall of the manifold channel and 
diametrically opposing said inlet for restricting the flow of said melt stream, said guide 
being located behind said valve pin and abutting a portion of said valve pin. 

Applicant's arguments filed June 25, 2003 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. Applicant argues the sealing bushing of Gellert is a separate part 
and therefore is not integrally formed with an inner wall of the manifold channel. The 
Examiner disagrees. When the manifold of Gellert is formed or produced, the bushing is 
inserted into the manifold wall and becomes an integral part of the manifold. More 
specifically, the bushing is integrally formed (fastened via a friction fit) with the inner wall 
of the manifold channel to become the apparatus shown in Fig. 1 . See re Hotte (CCPA) 
177 USPQ 326 where "integral" is sufficiently broad to embrace constructions united by 
such means as fastening and welding. In addition, see In re Kohno (CCPA) 157 USPQ 
581 where "integral" is not necessarily restricted to a one-piece article. 

Claims 1-9, 14-16 are allowed.
